congress. 
The thing is being done 
a t every meeting held every day by 
the ex-senator. 


In 4 the 
afternoon 
lie 
touched 
briefly on the liquor question. 
He 
h ad shown the powerful influence the 
Mormon church has, not only in its 
own home, Utah, but in a number of 
other s t a t e s , and then declared that 
the church was the largest dispen­ 
ser of liquor in Utah. 
The former 
sen ato r recounted the story of how 
the \Y. T. ( ’. U. tried to have a s ta te ­ 
wide prohibition law passed in Utah. 


He said one of the pow ers in the 
Mormon church promised the women 
he would have the legislature pass a 
such a law and in return the women 
held 
a 
meeting 
in 
the 
Mormon 
church. 
At the sam e time, ex-sen ­ 
a to r Cannon said he 
was 
dubious 
about results to be obtained because 
the one who had promised to have 
the law passed was one o f the d irec­ 
to r- of the place controlled by the 
church which sold most o f the whis­ 
key in I tali. 
Anyway, the speaker 
said, the legislature passed the hill, 
and the prominent Mormon had kept 
his word, hut the head o f the M ormon 
church had the governor veto the bill. 
This w as also to show the political 
control of the church. 


P au sin g briefly on the tem perance 
question, the ex -sen ato r said if lie 
should he allowed to p ass opinion on 
tlie coming election here, he w anted 
to put the thing p lain ly ; 
it was sim ­ 
ply a question w hether “you want to 
send y o u r boy to hell through the 
saloon.” 


“ But if you have no son, no b ro th ­ 
er,” he continued, ‘the m oral respon­ 
sibility rests with you ju st the same. 
You will he accountable to God some 
day. 
It is ju st the sam e as if all of 
the w ar m akers were put up on the 
fro n t line and got the first 
bullets, 
there would be no w a r; 
so, if all o f 
the men who had no sons were made 
to feel the influence o f the saloon by 
bringing it into their lives 
directly, 
there would he no more saloons. 
“ I adm ire th a t 
m an 
Kent 
who 
spoke out in California 
when 
the 
question of the w ar 
with 
Mexico 
was upperm ost. 
He said th at 
he 
owned a mine in 
Mexico 
and 
he 
would like to save it but he would not 
flight to protect it; 
neither would 
he send his son to fight to protect it; 
lie would ra th e r lose the mine. 
»So 
he concluded, he would not ask anv 
other m an o r any other m a n ’s son to 
fight to protect his p roperty.”

It is a trad e which d isregards 
the laws which have beeii made to 
reetriet it. 
A> a class, the liquor 
men do not pretend to keep the law. 
I f the. territo ry is‘d ry ’ it is the sam e 
defiance of law. 
They even brazenly 
affirm th a t the law cannot he en fo rc­ 
ed against the trade. 
This ca rries 
with it the m ost severe indictm ent of 
the traffic. 
It i> equivalent to saying 
that in the liquor business there is 
a class of criminals who intend to 
c a rry on their business w hether the 
law forbids it o r not. 
“ It is a fran k avow al of a law- 
defying traffic. This is the real m ean­ 
ing of their statem ent th a t the law 
cannot In* enforced in ‘d ry ’ territo ry 
Law lessness is ch a racteristic of the 
trad e from the brew ery down to the 
‘hoot-legging jo in t’. 
In the trial of 
‘hoot - legging’ the presence o f brew ­ 
ery agents is conspicuous. 
Brewery 
agents also readily furnish bail fo r 
those 
crim inals. 
This 
is 
proof 
enough th a t the brewery is behind all 
this lawlessness, abetting and 
en­ 
couraging it. 
“ In view o f their law lessness it 
would he a m istake to vote them 
back into power. 
W hen they 
set 
themselves above the law, and 
do 
business in defiance o f the law, they 
should he regarded 
as 
dangerous 
citizens, like any other outlaw, and 
should be given no privilege in the 
form of a license, lest their power of 
outlaw ry increase. 
They 
will 
not 
keep the law any better a fte r they 
get a license than they will before it. 
W hat they need is not a legal p e r­ 
mit to sell liquor to m ake them re p u ­ 
table citizens, hut a change o f heart 
tow ard all law. 
If we desire to keep 
the peace of our city and the safety 
of our streets, then let us not legal­ 
ize a gang of outlaw s such as the 
liquor men of this city have proved 
themselves to he. 
“ It will he a decided gain to keep 
them out for the following re aso n s; 
1. When the Saloon is kept out the 
lawless liquor element is disorganiz­ 
ed so th a t it does not become the 
m oral m enace it otherw ise 
would. 
A saloon represents a financial in­ 
vestment in the interest of which the 
ow ners organize. 
It is h ard er 
to 
overthrow them when they are o r­ 
ganized.

They even brazenly 
ifiinn that the law cannot be enforc- 
ed against the trade. 
This carries 


with it the most severe indictment of 
the traffic. 
It is equivalent to saying 


that in the liquor business there is 
a class of criminals who intend to 
carry on their business whether the 
law forbids it or not. 


"It is a frank avowal of a law- 


defying traffic. This is the real mean- 
ing of their statement that the law 
cannot be enforced in 'dry' territory 
Lawlessness is characteristic of the 
trade from the brewery down to the 
'boot-legging joint'. 
In the trial of 


•boot-legging' the presence of brew- 
ery agents is conspicuous. 
Brewery 


agents also readily furnish bail for 
those 
criminals. 
This 
is 
proof 


enough that the brewery is behind all 
this lawlessness, abetting and 
en- 


couraging it. 


"In view of their lawlessness it 


would be a mistake to vote them 
back into power. 
When they 
set 


themselves above the law, and 
do 


business in defiance of the law, they 
should be regarded 
as 
dangerous 


citizens, like any other outlaw, and 
should be given no privilege in the 
form of a license, lest their power of 
outlawry increase. 
They 
will 
not 


keep the law any better after they 
get a license than they will before it. 
What they need is not a legal per- 
mit to sell liquor to make them repu- 
table citizens, but a change of heart 
toward all law. If we desire to keep 
the peace of our city and the safety 
of our streets, then let us not legal- 
ize a gang of outlaws such as the 
liquor men of this city have proved 
themselves to be. 


"It will be a decided gain to keep 


them o'nt for the following reasons: 
1. When the Saloon is kept out the 
lawless liquor element is disorganiz- 
ed so that it does not become the 
moral menace it otherwise 
would. 


A saloon represents a financial in- 
vestment in the interest of which the 
owners organize. -It is harder 
to 


overthrow them when they are or- 
ganized. 'They are m'aking their last 
stand in this city at this election. If 
they are 
kept out they will be so

In proof of this statement Mir. 


Bachelor cited two other cities in

ten years and the other has 
been 


without them, for eight years. 


He added: "This has been the his- 


tory of such fights. In other places 
where they have been put out four 
years in succession they have been 
so thoroughly disorganized that they 
have not been able to come back in 
the figbt.

The leading citizen of Nantungchow 
is Chang Chien, who is a multimil- 
lionaire, Minister of Commerce and 
Agriculture for China and head of 
President Yuan Shi Kai's cabinet. 
He is the most generous and public 
spirited man in all China and is try- 
ing to make his city and region a 
model for 
the whole country. 
He 


has established a system of educa- 
tion in his district, unknown in any 
pther part of China, with schools in 
city, town, village, and even open 
country. 
In. Nantungchow he has 


Imilt from 
his own private funds 


large normal .schools for both men 
and women in order to train teachers 
for these schools. He has also built 
a large 
museum, an 
agricultural 


ichool, an orphanage and a hospit- 
al. He has asked our missionaries to 
lake charge of his large orphanage 
with 
full 
privilege 
of 
teaching 


Christianity in it, and he has secur- 
ed the finest piece of land in 
tungchow for our boy's school. In 
fact he has opened so many doors 
for our small force to enter that our 
Foreign Society is embarrassed ii 
their inability to enter them all. 


I doubt if in all the world there is 


a rarer opportunity to doaconstruc- 
tive work for Christianity than there 
is in this district. Imagine the com 
bined population of Ohio and Indiana 
packed into the state of Dele ware 
with only one church of eighty mem- 
bers and three missionaries and a 
few helpers and a wealthy man readj 
to! stand back of any advanced step 
that is to be taken and the only nec( 
of men to go and of money to sent 
them. This is the call of Nantung 
chow.

Vinf-ennes, Ind., March 8.—When 


ninety-seven persons appeared in the 
Knox circuit court today to answer 
to 182 indictments, most of 
them 


charging gambling, the "clean up," 
as it has been termed, of Vineennes 
and Knox county began in earnest 


The indictments considered today 


were rctured by the grand jury. In 
a record-breaking term . that body 
found 223 true bills. Of today's lot, 
Id:! were for gambling. Inmates of 
alleged bawdy houses were represen- 
ted in the remaining seventy-nine, as 
were saloon keepers and live young 
men charged with the assault of a 
Kreelandville. girl. 


Joseph \V. Kimmell, a mere youth 


in years, who openly defied 
the 


gambling clement during his cam- 
paign, conducted the 
grand 
jury 


probe with dispatch. All the indict- 
ments were returned after a sixteen- 
day session. Kimmell then announc- 
ed that lie would play no 
favorites 


He is known as a 
fearless 
young 


man of excellent character. Shortly 
before his election 
as 
prosecuting 


attorney he married a niece of Wil- 
Ham S. Volliiii'r, who recently retired 
as treasurer of state. 


Kimmell has announced that he is 


"going it alone" and that no signifi- 
cance should be 
attached to 
his 


connection with the Vollmer family, 
which for years has dominated Knox 
count v politics." Kimmell made an 
•'auto'' campaign and had 
many 


votes lo spare, though the 
liberal 


clement bad attacked him as incom- 
petent. 


Eighteen saloon keepers were ar- 


raigned today on charges of viola- 
ting the liquor laws. 
Charles Tan- 


quary, their leader, faced six indict- 
ments. 
Chris Kheart, another 
sa- 


loon keeper, charged with running a 
gjiming house, is now in jail charged 
with arson, and a Bicknell saloon- 
keeper is charged with assault and 
battery with intent lo kill. 


Pool room proprietors 
who 
are 


charged with allowing minors to play 
and with allowing gambling devices, 
made up a big element among to- 
day's defendants. 


The Bungalow, an alleged notor- 


ious resort situated just without the 
city limits on the banks of the Wa- 
bash, which never has been riiidud 
since it was established, drew 
its 


share of indictments. Charles (Doc.) 
Jones, husband of the mistress, for- 
feited his bond and his whereabouts, 
is unknown. Mrs. Jones pleaded to- 
day to seven indictments, including, 
selling liquor without a license, sel- 
ling to minors and 
statutory 
of- 


fenses. 
Kvery inmate of the place 


was indicted, but many of 
them 


have moved to Terre Haute, also on 
the banks of the Wabash.
